Alleged faulty construction of the new system which has 


caused a serious short circuit was the reason assigned by t&« 
company. 
CABLES CARRYING CURRENT 
NOT PLACED IN CONDUITS 


It is said that the cables carrying the wires for current were 


not placed in conduits but were laid on the ground and cement 
poured over them. This construction, it is charged, has allowed 
dampness to enter the cables, causing a short circuit of a serious 
nature. The cables should have been placed in conduits, it is 
held. 


Electrical men declare there win be no way of finding tho 


trouble without tearing up the entire cable system- This would 
put the lights out of commission for weeks. They assert that the 
system will never be safe while the cables remain in their present 
condition. 


The various standards are grounded, it is said, but electrical 


experts say this is not a guarantee against them becoming charg- 
ed and causing death to anyone touching them- 


The cables carry 3,500 volts, twice the amount of current 


used in executions in the electric chair at the Ohio penitentiary. 
It is possible for a person to receive this entire current thru the 
standards with the present short circuit, Ohio Electric 
official* 


assert. 
SHORT CIRCUIT CAUSES LIGHTS 
TO BURN OUT—CONFERENCE HELD 


Lights have been burning out in the standards constantly 


since the system was put in operation a short time ago, it is said. 
This is attributed to the short circuit which overloads some lights 
and cuts down others. 


A conference was held between city officials and those of tha 


Ohio Electric Friday morning. The O. E. stated its case and was 
ordered by Service Director McClain to continue to furnish cur- 
rent for the .lights. 


McClain said the city has not accepted the system and would 


not be responsible for deaths or injuries until it is accepted.

The system was built at a cost of $10,000, paid for by proper- 


ty owners. The current for light is bought from the O. E. thru a 
meter.

The city is contemplating installing extensions of. the present 


system to be constructed in the same way, it is said.
